CAUSING MUCH STIR 


Columbus Men Are Expected to Uncover Some Startling 


Developments (in Mystery of ISTew Year's Eve Fire 
—Superintendent, Member School Board, and Citi- 
zen of .Village Threatened By Unknown Person — 
Crude Epistles Addressed to Men Found Under 


• ' Door — It is Now Thought That Fire Was Of In-

Members of the Roscoe school board 


and a "deputy from the state fire mar- 
shal's office aro investigating today 
in an attempt to discover who sent 
three annonymous letters to Roscoe 
citizens" this week. 
The first an- 


nonymous letter 
was 
received 
by 


Robert Gneer of the school board last 
week and it is in the bauds "of the 
state lire marshal's men. Wednesday 
morning two letters addressed to "Mr. 
Lions"—Supt. Lyons of the 
village 


schools—and "Mr. Landerinan"—Fred 
Landerman.—-were found 
under 
the 


,'door of the Le Retilley store. 
Each 


letter. was crudely written on plain 
paper and with a pencil. They threat- 
ened violence -to the property of each" 
of the recipients unless the 
school 


•board discontinued permitting tuition 
students studying 
in 
the 
Roscoe 


schools and hiring teachers to assist 
Prof. Lyons: 


The theory has been advanced that 


the letters are the work of a prac- 
tical, joker but the members of the 


- school board refuse'to look on the 


matter in that light. 
.They think 


' that the person who wrote tho letters 


. —and it is an unmistakle fact 
that 


all the letters were written by the 
same party—could tell just how the 
flames which destroyed the Roscoe 
school house on New 
Year's 
eve 


were started. While the school board 
will not divulge the secret of the first 
letter received by Robert Greer of the 
school board, the other two letters 
lead to the belief to the public that 
the first letter contained some valu- 
able information. However tho mem- 
bers of the hoard of education will 
not make any statements regarding 
the first letter other than that it was 
placed in the hands, of the- deputy 
fire marshals during .their first visit 
here last week. 


The last two letters addressed 
to 


Messrs. Lyons and Landerman were 
thrust under the door of the Le Re- 
tillev grocery store. They were found 
by Le Retilley. He opened and read 
'them but instead of delivering them to 
the parties to whom they were 
ad- 


dressed turned them over to Frank 
McConnell. a local insurance 
:nan. 


The letters were sent to the state 
fire marshal's office Thursday night. 


Some think that the last two let- 


ters were written by the party who 
knows definitely how the fire started 


in an attempt to lead the authorities 
off the track of finding who set fire 
to the building. It is the general be- 
lief now that the fire was of 
In- 


cendiary origin. Some people are giv- 
ing the anncnymous letters little cre- 
dence but the members of the school 
board are attaching a great deal of 
importance to them. 


Supt. Lyons told an Age reporter 


at noon Friday that he expected there 
would be some startling developments 
in the case by Saturday.
